The Home Mission Board, formely located at Marion, Ala., was, at the last 
Southern: Baptist Convention, moved to Atlanta, Ga. | From this change of place, 
and the popgnaneyt of a new Corresponding Secretary, Dr. T. T. ‘Tichenor, whose 

tire time will be given to this work, we may expect the Board to Start out on a 
treet of usefulness that will excel even the grand’work already done: ’ 
~ The field of operations of the Home Board is very extensive, embracing the 
South, West, Indian Territory, California, and the great South West. 

This Board does not supplant, or do the work of State Boards, but appoints 
missionaries in States where the destitution is greatest. Bali cabot , 

The Board now has 38 missionaries in the field: 5 im Ala., 2 in Ark., 2 in Cal., 
13 in Fla., 2in La., tin N, C., 1 in Ten., 2 in Tex., 1 in Va., and Gin the 
Indian Territory, ' 

The three most important points of the Home Mission work are: 

‘ast, New Orleans. Dr. Landrum is laboring inthat city. His church, Coliseum 
Place, has been burdened, and his work hindered, by a $5,000 debt, which will 
soon be paid. 

2d, among the Chinese in California, where Dr. Hartwell is meeting with en- 
couraging success. It is a fact well known that the Chinese will never settle per- 
manently in this country. Let us give them the gospel, and set their hearts on 
fire with love to Jesus, so that when they return they will spread the leaven of truth 
among the 400,000,000 of their countrymen. 4

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CHURCH COVENANT. 


__Having been led, as we believe by the Spirit of God, to receive the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our Saviour, and on the profession of our faith, having been baptized in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, we do now, in the 
presence of God, angels and this assembly, most solemnly and joyfully enter into 
covenant with one another, as one body in Christ. 

_ We engage, therefore, by the aid of the Holy Ghost, to walk together in Chris- 
tian love ; to strive for the advancement of this church in knowledge, holiness and 
comfort; to promote its prosperity and spirituality ; to sustain its worship, ordi- 
nances, discipline and doctrines; to contribute cheerfully and regularly to the 
support of the ministry, the expenses of the church, the relief of the poor, and the 
spread of the Gospel through all nations. 

We also engage to maintain family and secret devotion : to religiously educate 
ou children ; to seek the salvation of our kindred and acquaintances ; to walk 
cireumspectly in the world ; to be just in our dealings, faithful in our engagements, 
and exemplary in our deportment ; to avoid all tattling, back-biting and excessive 
anger ; to abstain from the sale and use of intoxicating drinks as a beverage; and 
to be zealous in our efforts to advance the Kingdom of our Saviour. 

We further engage to watch oyer one another in brotherly love ; to remember 
each other in prayer; to aid each other in sickness and distress ; to cultivate 
Christain sympathy in feeling and courtesy in speech ; to be slow to take offense, 
but always ready for reconciliation, and mindful of the rules of our Saviour, to se- 
cute it without delay. f 

We moreover engage that when we remove from this place we will as soon as 
possible unite with some other church, where we can carry out the spirit of this 
Covenant, and the principles of God’s word. 


RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the meeting of the Association, the Moderator of the preceding session 
shall preside until his successor is known. In case of his absence a chairman 470 
tem. shall be elected. S 

2. Each session of the Association shall be opened with religious exercises, to be 
conducted by whomsoever the presiding officer may name. 

3- At each daily session, and previous to proceeding to business, the names of 
i can shall be called, and the proceedings of the previous daily session 
read. 

4. The members shall observe toward the officers and each other that courtesy 
which becomes Christians. 

5- Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the presiding officer. 
IIe shall confine himself strictly to the question under consideration, and avoid 
personalities. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question without per- 
mission. . 

_7- All motions seconded shall be definitely sted by the presiding officer before 
discussion. { { 

8. No motion shall be withdrawn after discussion. 

9. When a question is under discussion, no motion or proposition shall be re- 
ceived except to adjourn, to amend, to commit, or postpone to a definite time, 
which several motions shall have preference in the order in which they are stated. 

ro. After a motion. has been decided, any member having voted in the majority 
may move a reconsideration. 

11, Nomember shall absent himself during the session of the Association with- 
out permission of the presiding officer, and no one shall take final leave of absence 
without the permission-of the Association: and if any shall do so, their absence 
shal] be noted in the minutes. 
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12, All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, shall be decided by 
a majority of votes. : 

43. The Association shall have the right to decide what subjects shall be ad- 
mitted to consideration. 

14. The Rules of Order may be altered or amended at any session of the Asso- 
ciation by a majority of votes. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE EASTERN ASSOCIATION, 


ARTICLE 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as the Eastern 
Association. 

ArT. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of Christ’s King- 
dom among men ; and the means of accomplishing this shall be in strict conformity 
to the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of delegates chosen by the 
churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three delegates, who 
shall be members of that church. 

Art. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter certifying their ap- 
pointment and communicating information relative to the state of the church ; 
Provided, however, That when any church has prepared a letter and through in- 
advertence the letter fails to be presented, her delegates may be received without 
its presentation. 

Art. §. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Clerk, and Treas- 
urer, who shall be chosen annually from among its members by ballot, by a ma- 
jority of the members voting, and continue in office until their successors are 
elected. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an observance of the 
Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide all questions of order, 
give his opinion on any question under discussion after others have spoken, and 
give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

ArT. 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings of each an- 
nual session and superintend their printing and distribution among the churches. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds sent up by the 
churches, or collected during the session of this body, and disburse the same as 
ordered by the Association. He shall also make to the Association an annual re- 
port of the condition of the ‘Treasury. 

ArT. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee of seven mem- 
bers, which committee shall have the superintendence of Associational Missions and 
Colportage. They shall have power to disburse all sums paid by the Treasurer of 
the Association for the objects under their charge, and during intervals between 
the meetings of this body to receive and disburse funds for those objects and to take 
such steps for their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make an 
annual report to the Association of their doings. 

ART. 10. The Association shall not maintain fellowship with any of the 
churches which neglect to preserve gospel order. 

Art. 11. The Association may invite visiting and corresponding brethren to 
seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the body except that of voting. 

ArT. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence on Tuesday 
after the first Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be chosen. é 

ART. 13. By appointment of the Association there shall be an Introductory Ser- 
mon of a denominational character, and a Missionary Sermon. 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be amended at any annual session by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present. i
